~Gomm, the: hospital: aaiinisteatar, is 5 pleased with Merrick 
because of the favorable publicity that-has been given to. the 
hospital as.a result. Steven J. Amirault,-who plays Gomm, is a 
UNO graduate student ‘majoring. in psychology.

always worried about his reputation and that of the hospital ;
